frontier, five thousand míle away, 
adjoins Menchukuo and the waters 
around Japan. What. does Japan think 
of the German assault upon Russia, and 
what will be her own line of conduct? 
Everybody is bound to have asked himself 
that question during the past few days, 
but even the Japanese themselves do not 
appear to be certain of the answer. Last 
September Japan, who previously had 
heen a signatory of the “ anti-Komintern ”' 
pact, formally signed a pact which made 
her a member of the “ Axis” entangle 
ment. This pact committed the three con- 
Italy and 
Japan—to go to war against any Power 
not involved at present in a European 
war or in the Sino-Japanese conflict — 
which should attack any one of them. It 
hardly can be claimed, after Herr Hitler's 
proclamation of Sunday morning, that 
the Russians attacked Germany, so that 
Japan is under no obligation to assist her 
“Axis” partners; and, in any case, the 
pact expressly stipulated that it in no 
way affected the political status at 
present existing between the contracting 
parties and the U.S. S. R.“ To all 
appearances, Japan contemplated a 
period, more or less prolonged, of reason- 
ably friendly relations between herself and 
the Russians, without ahy impairment of 
her alliance with the Axis Powers. 
On the strength of this conviction she and 
Russia entered into an agreement of their 
own two months ago, whereby each of 
them promised that sho would stand 
neutral if the other should be attacked by 
a third Power. If agreements mean any- 
thing nowadays, Japan is in a quandary. 
On the one hand, she is pledged to remain 
neutral vised-vis Russia. On the other 
hand, the original alignment of the 
‘‘ anti-Komintern ” pact has been revived, 
and, if she wishes to preserve the spirit 
—and the advantages—of her bond with 
Germany and Italy, she is bound sooner 
or later to lend them any necessary 
support—even against the Russians. No 
hint of what she proposes to do has been 
given. It is true that Japanese women 
and children are being evacuated from 
Moscow, but the idea may be simply to 
deliver them from the perils of German 
bombing, which descends upon friend and 
foe alike. Her newspapers are cautious 
as only a Japanese newspaper can be. She 
‘proposes calmly to watch events 
abroad; her primary interest“ is in 
the Sino-Japanese war, and the establish- 
ment of her ‘‘new order” in eastern 
Asia. Her Cabinet has met, and the 
Ministers have exchanged sincere 
opinions,” but not a whisper of any 
decision, or of any approximation to a 
decision, has reached the ears of the 
outside world. 

A great deal of “ wishful thinking,“ 
naturally, is involved. The Chinese 
Nationalists point triumphantly to the 
pact with Russia, and insist that the 
Japanese will remain neutral. The 
Germans proclaim their belief that Japan 
will be at war with Russia very soon. 
The British and Americans say nothing, 
but are keeping their eyes open. It is the 
American attitude that gives the Japanese 
food for thought. If they could be certain 
that the United States would not take a 
hand in the game, they would join in the 
Red bear-hunt without a moment's 
hesitation; for the port of Vladivostok, 
to say nothing of any further slices of 
Russian territory, would come in very 
handy to them, and there is no reason to 
suppose that Russia’s eastern defences are 
of any considerable strength. A Japanese 
attack upon Russia, however, would be 
tantamount, in view of the latest pro- 
nouncements by Mr. Churchill and Mr. 
Eden, to an attack upon Britain; and, if 
Britain should take her promise seriously, 
Japan would find herself a fully-fledged 
combatant in the European war. In 
such circumstances, the Americans hardly 
could hesitate. President Roosevelt has 
assured his people and the world that the 
United States cannot tolerate any change 
of the balance of power in the Pacific, 
and his Pacific fleet almost inevitably 
would find itself at grips with the 
Japanese. This is one of the considera- 
tions that delay Japanese action. Another, 
according to several reports, is a growing 
fear of her ally, Germany. It is not 
inconceivable that the Germans will con- 
trive to smash the Red Army, in which 
event, remote as it may appear, German 
garrisons’ may appear on the eastern edge 
of Asia. The choice between peace and 
war is by no means easy, and Mr. 
Matsuoka and his colleagues would give 
much if Herr Hitler’s precipitate action of 
last Sunday morning could be undone, 
Their previous position was quite comfort- 
able. Even if their campaign against 
Marshal Chiang Kai-shek tended to show 
reverses, rather than successes, and even 
if the country had been on short commons 
for the best part of three years, they had 
a fair prospect of useful ‘‘ pickings” at 
little expense to themselves. They had 
nothing to do but wait until Herr Hitler 
should try to invade Britain, thereby 
focussing American eyes on the other side 
of the world, and there would be little to 
stop them from grabbing the Dutch East 
Indies, and, possibly, some even richer 
prizes. As matters stand, they may find 
themselves impelled into war before they 
are ready or anxious for it.

Presumably, by this time 
several of the squadrons have been 
equipped with the mysterious device, In 
view of the experience of the last war, 
when air raids seriously curtailed pro- 
duction at English munitions factories 
that were not hit by even one bomb, and 
when night raids by the Independent Air 
Force were known to cause grave 
demoralisation of the population in parts 
of Germany, it is surprising that Britain 
had no effective plan to deal with night- 
bombers, and that, indeed, no great 
attention seemed to be given to the 
problem until hundreds of raids had taken 
a sorry toll in material damage and 
civilian. casualties. Balloon barrages, 
anti-aircraft fire and searchlight co-opera- 
tion failed to protect London or any other 
of the towns ‘and cities attacked in force. 
It soon was apparent that something 
revolutionary would be required if the 
night attack was to be made more costly 
than it was worth. The night-fighters have 
done something to increase the risks run 
by the night-bomber, but the sky is a big 
place, and, even when the moon was 
bright and there were no clouds, the 
fighter-pilot had to have luck on his side 
to find a target. Possibly the new device 
of the Royal Air Force is a method by 


their quarry in the dark, Whatever it is, 
if it justifies the optimism that has been 
expressed about it, the people of Britain 
will be indebted to those who have per- 
fected it. It is notable that while German 
attacks on England have slackened, there 
have been more sustained attacks by the 
R. A. F. upon Germany. Towards the end 
of the last war it was suggested from 
Germany that both sides might, by agree- 
ment, eliminate from their programmes 
the bombing of towns behind their 
respective lines. Nothing game of the 
suggestion, and it is unlikely that any- 
thing would come of such a suggestion to- 
day; for air power is too potent a factor 
to be restricted in its operations by any- 
thing but extremely effective. defensive 
counter-measures.,

The Spectator 


The journals of to-day pay very little 
attention to the trivial things of life. The 
newspapers have no correspondents of the 
type that trusted Addison and Steele with 
their troubles, and there is no modern 
publication that speculates, like the 
Spectator of the early eighteenth century, 
upon minor domestic weaknesses and 
problems. We are too greatly concerned 
with the war, with rationing, with sport 
and with the motion-picture theatres to 
have a care for the old lady whose nieces 
are so often gadding abroad that she does 
not know where to have them.“ The 
complaint that their dresses, their tea and | 
their visits take up all their time, and 
that they go to bed as tired with doing 
nothing as their aunt is after quilting a 
whole petticoat, would not raise a chirp 
from a twentieth century essayist, though 
he might, if he were very young, look up 
a dictionary to see exactly what a petticoat 
is, or was. The kindly old Spectator, how- 
ever, had no hesitation when the aunt of 
these flighty little girls asked that it 
should take the laudable Mystery of 
Embroidery into its serious Consideration. 
It weighed the subject, it produced 
arguments in favour of the craft of the 
needle, and made proposals to all mothers 
in Great Britain for the encouragement of 
embroidering among their daughters. It 
is possible that the writer did not know 
a great deal about his subject, but he was 
on fairly safe ground in suggesting that 
any pretty creature, no matter how lack- 
ing in genius, should, nevertheless, work 
with her needle, were it only to keep her 
out of harm’s way. He started off with a 
quotation from Virgil and ended with an 
English translation from Homer’s—as 
distinct from James Joyce’s—version of 
Ulysses, which is rather more than any 
modern writer on needlework is calculated 
to do. It is doubtful! if one in ten thousand 
to-day would have the patience to wade 
through the 600-odd essays of the 
Spectator. Taken in smal doses, there is 
a great deal of pleasure to be found in 
the experiences and the wisdom of Sir

Holiday Rationing 


Holidays are to be rationed, and not by 


the British Government, it being 
announced that many hotels and boarding- 
houses will take visitors for only one 
week, giving preference to sufferers from 
the raided areas. In one centre the period 
has been extended to a fortnight, with 
preference to people in the Services and 
engaged on war work. Owing to coast 
restrictions many would-be holiday-makers 
will be unable to go to the seaside, so that 
the demand on those places still free will 
be considerable. It seems to be the view 
of many people, anxious to enter the 


restricted areas, that they only have to 
explain that they are taking a holiday to 
ensuro entrance, but they get a shock on 


being escorted back to the train and 
warned not to return. Very few people 
get through the barriers unless they can 
show a sufficiently good reason. 


Mid-day Luncheons 

Many London citizens can now lunch at 
the Fishmongers’ Hall, where a meal is 
served at mid-day in the famous banquet- 
ing hall in which kings and princes have 
been entertained. To-day seven hundred 
and fifty luncheons are served at one 
shilling per head, with three-halfpence for 
a cup of tea, and those cohsuming them 
include bankers, stockbrokers, clerks, 
typists, A. R. T. men, demolition workers; 
in fact, a most democratic assembly. All 
receive similar treatment, each customer 
paying at the door, taking a knife and 
fork and a plate, when he is served at a 
table with meat—three times a week—a 
portion of pudding, and a cup of tea, and 
then passed on to a table nicely set out. 
The staff consists of twenty, mostly 
women, and all are anxious to be of public 
service. The guests have included the 
Duke of Devonshire and Admiral Sir 
Aubrey Smith, both of whom commented 
upon the excellence of the meal.
